Colette’s latest novel, ‘‘ Recaptured,”’ 
illustrates even more definitely than her 
other novels her belief that: 

“ Man’s love is of man’s life a thing apart;

So emphatically does Colette believe this 
that women often must suspect her to he a 
man, though women will swear that only a 
woman could interpret her sex so subtly. 

Rénée is seen here clinging to the ashes of 
an old romance, but she cannot, and will 
not, face the ronsequences of admitting that 
the fire of passion is dead. She continues 
to pursue Jean, and in the end deludes herself 
into the belief that their relationships are 
renewed on the old grounds.

the wishes of listeners to Mr. Siep- 
mann's broadcast German talks for the 
British Broadcasting Corporation and in 
response to the request of listeners, who 
started to learn German by wireless with- 
out any previous knowledge of the 
language in January, 1930. We think, 
alter a perusal of the collection of the 
poems and passages from famous plays 
contained jn the volume, that its appeal 
will be far more widespread than possibly 
Mr. Siepmann anticipates. 


His selections have been made with sound 
judgment, and his claim that they are 


fairly representative of nineteenth century . 


German poetry and drama, is fully justified 
The book, whose contents have been re- 
corded on gramaphone records to be issued 
by the Linguaphone Institute, London, is

Unhappily, there are 
plenty of idle factories to be had in the 
Six Counties, and if these could be re- 
opened, it would mean a large reduction 
in the numbers of the unemployed.

An aspect of the unemployment problem 
which is very seldom considered is the 
unhappy fate of thousands of young 
people who since they left school have 
never been able to obtain work. There 
are no jobs for them, and so they are 
compelled to join the ranks of the idle, 
and in course of time become unfit for any 
kind of work, even if it were offered to 
them. That is the real tragedy of unem- 
ployed youth. Quite decent young fellows 
deteriorate both physically and morally ; 
the street corner becomes their meeting 
place, where frequently undesirable habits 
are acquired. 

In Belfast there are more than three 
thousand boys and youths, between the 
ages of fourteen and twenty years, roam- 
ing the streets with no aim or ambition 
in life. Workless, their destiny is a hard 
one, and they have no prospects of better- 
ment.

She savs that she 
will commit suicide, and he obligingly .opens 
the window. She will leave him. and he 
merely nods ‘‘adieu.’ Then she seems to 
surrender, but not for long She is deter- 
mined to get back the monev that has been 
withheld, so she forges her husband's name 
to a loan bond, which the unfortunate man 
must pay. There may be “love at home ” 
in that ménage, but peace is far from it. 

The play itself is nothing very exceptional ; 
it is almost entirely given over to witty lines, 
with some “ business” by Mme. Dussane. 
The coldly cymical tone of Trielle when his 
wife storms and threatens is rather new to 
Irish audiences, but the rippling laughter of 
yesterday's audience proved that it was ap- 
preciated to the full. 

The acting was all that anyone could have 
desired. Mme. Dussane was really delightful 
in the part of the masterful wife, ranging 
from the wheedling tones of the opening to 
the stormy scene in the middle and the tearful 
surrender, In everything that she did she 
was the accomplished actress, who had all 
the tradition of the French stage at her com- 
mand.

At the meeting of the Board this week 
the Harbour Master’s report showed that 
the total tonnage of vessels which arrived 
from the 1st January last to the 17th inst.

tons, an increase of 13,340 tons, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of last 
year ; foreign, 604,180 tons, an increase of 
91.309 tons: non-trading, 70,727 tons, a 
decrease of 37,094 tons. The total was 
2.939.892 tons, which indicated a decrease 
of 2,445 tons as compared with 1930. 

The amount of the reduced tonnage is 
small, but in Belfast harbour it 1s 
significant of the general depression in 
shipping. Everything possible has been 
done by the Commissioners to attract trade 
to the port. The scale of dues and rates 
was reduced considerably about a year 
ago, and the facilities for handling goods 
along the quays have been brought up to 
the most modern standard. 
DEVELOPMENT OF ART. 


Just half a century ago the Belfast 
Ramblers’ Sketching Club was established, 
and in the course of time it blossomed 
into the Belfast Art Society. That was 
its title until quite recently, but it now is 
known as the Ulster Academy of Arts, 
with academicians, associates, life mem- 
bers, honorary members and subscribers.

“I am sure that a great deal of the trouble 
is due to want of knowledge and imaginatiqn 
on the part of the citizens of Dublin. The 
existence of the poor is a fact acknowledged, 
but not thought about. It has become part of 
the order of nature. I have even heard the 
existence of poverty excused on the groygnd 
of Our Lord's words: ‘The poor ye have 
always with you.’ 

“The knowledge possessed by most people 
of our city is a knowledge of its main streets 
and the various streets connecting them, and 
there, for most people, knowledge. ends. 

“Into the blocks of houses between the 

streets along which they walk their imagina- 
tion never carries them. Very few people 
not living there, except the parish clergy, 
do penetrate into the areas where the very 
poor live. 
“ And the result is that. while people know 
the poor must live somewhere, they neither 
think nor ask where they live or how they 
live. The question apparently settles itself, 
and there it can be left. So long as the main 
streets are kept in apparent decency, and the 
tokens of poverty do not obtrude themselves 
on the casual eve, and beggars do not im- 
portune passers-by the citizens are content. 
Citizenship means paying your rates and 
keeping clear of municipal politics. 


DANGERS OF DISEASE. 


“But from time to time the voice of an 
explorer makes itself heard, and tells the 
public something of the state of things behind 
the screen. A revelation ie given of the 
overcrowded conditions in which vast num- 
bers of the poor live, the squalid quarters to 
which so many of them are condemned, and 
the exorbitant rents which are charged for 
undesirable accommodation.

‘It is pointed out not only how it is 
marvellous that decency can maintain self 
under the conditions which make any pef- 
sonal privacy impossible, but also that all 
the materials are being provided for the out- 
break of grave forms of disease. 

‘Sunless courts and damp basements are 
the dwelling place of mothers and young 
chitdren, who are being weakened by the 
breathing of exhausted and feetid air.

Milk distributors were largely in evidence 
at the Dairy Show to-day, aithough a special 
display of machinery suited for the distribu- 
tive trade has been arranged íor January 
uext at Olympia. Most of the machines now 
on the market are intended as labour-saving 
devices, and vary considerably in price. H 
it were not that such inventions will lead to 
economy and efficiency the outlay involved in 
producing them would seem to be uncalled 
for. Machinery manufacturers, however, 
seem to be sure of their ground and of the 
ability of the dairying industry to absorb 
their output. : 

Silver medals for new inventions were 
awarded to a Secura Marmmoth teubator, 
which can be operated without electric power, 
a Bingham poultry plucker and a Supreme in- 
cubator; and bronze medals to the Wiltshire 
egg grader and multifillers with measuring 
and bottling machine. .

Cyprus. 


Wednesday's serious outbreak in Cyprus 
was but the culmination of a protracted 
unrest. The island—a Turkish possession 
for the previous three hundred years— 
has been under British control in varying 
forms since 1878; and in 1914, when 
Turkey ranged herself upon Germany's 
side in the Great War, it was annexed by 
Britain. When peace was concluded, the 
islanders desired to be ceded to Greece, 
at that time filled with dreams of eastern 
empire, which were shattered by Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha at Afiun Karahissar. Their 
wish was not realised, and on May Ist, 
1925, Cyprus was made a Crown Colony 
by Letters Patent. Thenceforward the 


Greek element—four-fifths of the total 


population—has chafed against its dis 
appointment. During the term of the 
Labour Government Lord Passfield, then 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, re- 
ceived a demand from the Cypriotes for 
Dominion This request 
properly was refused, on the ground that 
they were totally unfit at present for such 
self-government. Matters were brought 
to a head when the Greek Orthodox Arch- 
bishop of Cyprus “ proclaimed union ”’ 
with Greece on the ground that it was 
the will of the people.

Humane Slaughter. 


Dáil Kireann has rejected, by 57 votes 
against 47, the second reading of a bill 
which proposed to make the use of the 
humane killer compulsory in the slaughter 
of cattle and sheep, The bill was pro- 
moted by Mr. Frank Fahy, a Fianna Fáil 
deputy, and was supported by members of 
all the other parties. Its opponents, who 
included the Minister for Agriculture, 
argued that the use of the humane killer 
in the Free State was unnecessary and 
would involve a certain amount of expense. 
Most of them defended the _ existing 
method by which cattle are pole-axed to 
death and may, or may not, be killed by 
the first blow. One deputy said that the 
humane killer ‘‘ had been proved a 
failure’’ at the Roscrea bacon factory. 
The testimony of other countries—and, 
indeed, of many butchers in Dublin— 
contradicts these statements. They find 
that the humane killer substitutes an 
instantaneous and painless death for the 
fumbling methods of the pole-axe, that it 
is cheap, and that its use is simple and 
requires little supervision. The use of the 
humane killer is compulsory in Germany 
and Switzerland, and for nearly three 
years it has been compulsory in Scotland. 
Mr. Hogan’s statement that there is no 
universal compulsion in England, while 
strictly true, is misleading; for no fewer 
than two hundred local authorities in that 
country have enforced compulsion. His 
argument that the vigilance of the Civic 
Guards and of the veterinary inspectors 
ensures ‘‘ hygienic ’’ slaughter is beside 
the point, since the object of Mr. Fahy’s 
bill was to secure painless slaughter. We 
regret the bill’s defeat, and the apparent 
slightness of the concern which that defeat 
has provoked in the Dublin Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. In 
England official reform of this kind can 
afford to be gradual because public 
opinion supports it and pushes it along. 
Throughout Ireland the standard of 
conduct and feeling towards the dumb 
creation is lamentably low, and requires 
a firm and definite lead. By the adoption 
of this non-party measure the Ddil would 
have given a valuable stimulus to public 
opinion. It has rejected the opportunity, 
and from the Government benches a 
deputy has denounced ‘the old women of 
both sexes who were a plague in the 
country, with their views on the subject 
of cruelty to animals.”

There was a large 
demand during the year for Braille 
editions of the Bible, and we read that

creased request for Braille editions of lorry.

HUMANE SLAUGHTER OF 


ANIMALS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Si,—When the Slaughter of Animals 
Bill was rejected by Dail Eireann yesterday 
certain statements were made which my Com- 
mittee cannot allow to remain uncontradicted, 
because they cive a wrong idea about the 
present position about the humane killing 
question. The Slaughter of Animals Bill was 
not introduced at the request of this Society, 
who explained to the promoters that they 
considered it premature, as a great deal of 
educational work is necessary before bringing 
in any reform of this nature. Fifty-seven 
butchers have bought humane killers from 
this Society, and are using them for all 
animals they slaughter. Amongst these are 
some of the largest victualling firms in Dublin. 
and testimonials which they have given can 
be seen at this office. 

Mr. James Dwyer, T.D., said yesterday 
that the humane killer had been tried in 
Roscrea Bacon Factory and proved a failure. 
Will he state what trial the killer was given. 
and over what period, and what efforts were 
made to ascertain the nature of the failure’ 
Some. of the largest bacon-curing firms in 
England have used humane killers for years 
and found them perfectly satisfactory. Mr. 
Gorey, T.D., considers that there is little 
difference between the pole-axe and the 
humane killer, but does not add, “if the 
pole-axe hits the right spot.” The pole-axe 
bas to be swung and aimed to hit the small 
vital spot on the forehead; often it misses 
and hil« an eve or wounds the unfortunate 
beast. The humane killer is placed against 
the vital spot. Does Mr. Gorey know that at 
present there is no preliminary stunning of 
sheep. who are struck with a knife when fullv 
conscious, and that pigs are frequently hoisted 
by one leg hefore being struck? The Minister 
for Agriculture says that, if used unskilfully, 
the humane killer could. he even more painful 
than the pole-axe; but whv should it he used 
unskilfully? J! requires much less skill than 
a pole-axe, whieh has to be aimed. 

_ Although there is no rniversal compulsion 
in England, over two hundred local autho- 
rities there have adopted Clause 9 B. of the 
Ministry of Health Model Bye-Laws making 
hnmane slaughter compulsory, and thousands 
of butchers are nsing humane killers volun- 
tarily. Scotland has had general compulsory 
humane slaughter since Ist January, 1929. 
As Mr. Fahy said. if Germany and Switzer- 
land have compulsory humane killing, surely 
the Irishman is intelligent enough to be 
taught to use it. Even if the time is not vet 
ripe for legislation te make humane killing 
compulsory in the Irish Free State, there is 
a steady demand from the publie that the 
meat which they consume shall be slaughtered 
under better conditions and with less suffer- 
ing to the animals.

TENEMENT FLATS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—I see in the report on the cost of re- 
building flats on old tenement sites that the 
extra cost of filling in basements and ramming 
and covering sites with reinforced raft adds 
considerably to the cost of these flats. Could 
not. the basements be utilised for forming a 
laundry and heating chamber, the provision 
of which would enable rooms to be central- 
heated and would be a great boon to’ the 
tenants? | 

If, say, a block of houses in Gardiner street 
were taken in hands and remodelled, one man 
could look after the fuelling and cleaning of 
quite a number; or one of the tenants, for a 
reduction in his rent, could undertake the 
simple operation. The heating, including 
boiler and radiators, etc., would only cost 


about £100, and the space of, say, 40 feet by 


22 feet of basement would make a fine laundrv | 
‘or the tenants, who could mutually ariange | 


a day for its use. 

There are also the considerable reduction in 
cost of fuel for heating to tenants and the 
cleanliness of central heating compared with 
old methods. A large quantity of house rubbish 
could be consumed by the boiler. In America 
the system is general.—Yours, etc.,

The company of the Royal Welch 
Fusiliers already stationed on the island 
is distributed as follows ::— Two platoons 
and headquarters at Nicosia (population 
18,579), and two platoons at Larnaca 
(population 9,765). The authorities in 
Cyprus want, in addition, one platoon 
each at Larnaca, Limassol (population 
15,502), Paphos (4,117) and yrenia 
(1,910), and two platoons as general re- 
serve. A detachment of the Royal Welch 
has apparently already been moved to 
Famagusta (population 6,980). 


WOMEN EVACUATED, 


At the latter town women and children 


had to be evacuated to ships lying in the. 


harbour. While two platoons were being 
rushed thither news came of the trouble 
at Larnaca, and one platoon was left 
there. 

Cyprus was annexed by England on 
Turkey's entry into the War in 1914, and 
received colonial status in 1925. It is 
governed by a Governor, Sir Ronald 
Storrs, assisted by an Executive Council 
and a Legislature of twenty-four persons, 
nine of them official members and the 
remainder elected. Agitation for union 
with Greece has gone on for years. 

According to the census of 1921, the 
island has a population of 310,715. — Its 
area is 3,584 square miles, or about half 
the size of Wales. 

All the personal beléngings of the 
Governor, including a valuable collection 
of pictures and other irreplaceable 
treasures and works of art, were 
destroyed in the fire at Government 
House, says an Athens message, which 
adds that crowds are said to be massing 
at Nicosia and stoning the police and 
troops, but confirmation is lacking. 

Though the Greek Government is 
naturally holding entirely aloof from the 
movement in Cyprus, the sympathy of the 
man in the street for the aspirations of 
his island kinsman is reflected in news- 
paper articles, most of which, however. 
are careful to add expressions of great 
respect for Great Britain.

ATTACK ON GOVERNMENT 
HOUSE. 


The Times Correspondent at Nicosia 
telegraphed yesterday the following de- 
scription of the burning of Government 
House :— 

A crowd of about 5,000 suddenly 
appeared out of the darkness all round 
Government House, shouting “ Enosis”’ 
(Union), and singing the Greek National 
Anthem. On its way the mob had raided 
the forest store, and had armed itself 
with staves and stones. The mob smashed 
all the windows of Government House, 
battered in the front door and afterwards 
set fire to the building in five places. 
Owing to the continued attacks of the 
mob it was impossible to a the fire. 

Sir Ronald Storrs, the Governor, and 
his staff escaped with difficulty, but 
unhurt. Lady Storrs forturmtely is in 
England. 

The Governor's motor car, and those 
of Mr: R. Nicholson, the Colonel Secre- 
tary: of Lieutenant-Colonel Gallagher, 
Commandant of the Police, and of another 
police officer, were overturned and burnt. 

The police behaved splendidly in face 
of repeated atta*ks.

THE ROAD TRAFFIC 
BILL.

I rec of the solicitors’ profession 

had a couple of hours all to them- 
selves yesterday in the Dail. They were 
concerned, with the second stage of Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney’s Courts of Justice 
(No. 2) Bill, and a motion by the same 
Minister to approve of the new rules for 
the Circuit Court. The case of Quin v. 
Stokes, now almost as famous as that oí 
Jarndyce v. Jarndyce, was responsible for 
the activities of the Minister. That case 
some months ago, when brought to the 
High Court, revealed the terrible fact 
that since the setting up of the Circuit 
Courts in 1924 no provision had been 
made for the taxation of costs, and “"at 
all costs taxed in the meantime, 
apparently on the basis of the old County 
Court rules, were illegal. Such a state 
of affairs could not be allowed to stand, 
and consequently the Minister agreed to 
promote a bill validating retrospectively 
all such awards of costs, and all awards 
which may be made until the Circuit 
Court rules, which have heen laid on the 
table of the House, become operative on 
the Ist January next. There was no 
opposition to the bill, which got its 
second reading without a division. 


NOT AN EASY TIME. 


On the matter of the new rules, the 
Minister did not get such an easy time. 
He protested that the rules which he now 
invited the House to bring into operation 
at the beginning of the year had been 
made with grezi care, and that the Rule- 
making Committee had recently gone over 
them again, and considered that no 
alteration was necessary. 

Deputy Ruttledge (F.F.) and Deputy 
Jasper White (Ind.), speaking for two cf 
the poorer areas in the country—namelvy, 
Mayo and West Cork—protested that poor 
litigants could not possibly pay some of 
the costs set out in the schedule. Wepnty 
Ruttledge protested against the deiay 
which had occurred in framing them, and 
was now frankly dissatisfied with the 
work of the framers. 

Deputy Wolfe was particularly severe in 
his criticisms of the bill, which, he said, 
seemed to have been drafted. in ‘‘ some 
back office in Dublin ” by people who 
had no conception of the poor “man's 
needs. He pointed out that there was an 
unanimous demand for alteration of the 
rules, and he hoped that the report would 
be acted upon. As illustrating the ineffi- 
ciency of the rules, he instanced the case 
of Bandon town, which, owing to the 
fault of the schedule, could not have a 
court of its own, and its cases had to be 
tried in Cork City. Deputy Wolfe's plea 
for “ merry Bandon town ” was supported 
by Deputy Murphy. 

In the character of plain ‘ John 
Citizen ” Deputy Good intervened in the 
debate to say what he thought about the 
scale of tax charges. Revresentations had 
been made to the Minister, but he was 
not prepared to reconsider them. 

The Minister continued adamant, 
objecting to be “ blackmailed’’ bvw 
Deputy Ruttledge to make conditions, and 
a vote was taken. the rules ' ing approved 
by 65 votes to 53. 


MUCH TALK. 


Something in the nature of a repetition 
of all last week's oratory on the Constitu- 
tion Bill develoned on the motion of Mr. 
Blythe, Minister for Finance, for a 
suppiementary estimate for the Army for 
£5.000. In a short speech he indicated 
that the amount would be required in 
connection with the setting up of the new 
Tribunal under the Constitution (Amend- 
ment) Act, and said that at the moment 
it would be impossible to estimate what 
the amount would be, and the figure of 
£5,000 was set down merely as a suggested 
minimum. Mr. Derrig, who led the 
opposition to the grant, said the worst 
of a dictatorship, or the introduction of 
repressive measures, was that they had to 
be paid for. If this sum was required 
for the Tribunal, it was evident that a 
still larger sum would be required for 
the payment of the guards for the 
deputies and senators. The pay and 
travelling expenses of those would run to 
perhaps £30,000 or £40,000. Personally, 
he did not see what danger most of these 
deputies were in. Why, for instance, 
should his colleague in Kilkenny, Mr. 
Gorey. have a guard? Mr. Gorey ándi 
cated his agreement with Mr. Derrig. 


AD INFINITUM. 


From the Opposition benches deputy 
after deputy rose and repeated one after 
another, in varied form, the arguments 
which were paraded last week. These 
were followed by Mr. Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, Minister for Defence, who 
occupied well over an hour in replying. 
He set out to show how the propaganda 
which had been spreading throughout the 
country was evil nationally and evi! 
morally. Either the Government of the 
Irish Free State was legitimate or it was 
not. He quoted Mr. de Valera’s state: 
ment last week, which indicated some 
advance on the part of the Opposi- 
tion leader. He stressed the point 
that if the present: Government were. 
as had been stated, ‘‘ usurpers,”’ then 
any Government which succeeded it would 
be equally usurpers. Those who knew 
South Leitrim or Tipperary or Kerry 
knew that the trouble in those } laces was 
very real. 

Deputy Flinn, after describing the 
Government Front Bench as a combina- 
tion of play-actors and “potent! 
poisoners,”” wound up the debate with a 
plea for peace based on the scheme ut- 
lined last week by Deputy Aiken, The 
estimate was passed by 73 to 56 votes. 


ROAD TRAFFIC, 


At a quarter-past nine Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy, Minister for Local Government, 
moved the second reading of the Road 
Trafic Bill. He outlined the main 
features of the measure, the text of which 
has been in circulation for some time, 
and in doing so he referred to the kind 
reception it had got from the critics. The 
bill was based on the report of a depart- 
mental committee, to which he referred 
in complimentary terms. That report 
was due to the willing co-operation of 
many associations and individual wit- 
nesses, who went to great trouble to give 
the benefit of their advice. That the bill 
will have a comfort®ble passage was clear 
from the welcome it received from the 
Opposition. 

Mr. Sean T. Kelly (F.F.) said the bil! 
had been looked for for many years. It 
would not be treated as a party meagure. 
He mentioned some points which would 
probably require amendment. In regard 
to compulsory third-party insurance, he 
threw out the suggestion that. Irish in- 
surance companies might get preference 
in view of the large. amount of insuranc? 
which would be required. It was possible 
alternatively that the Government might 
themselves set up a department in connec- 
tion with local government that would 
do this work. Mr. Lemass was in posses- 
sion when’ the debate was adjourned at

| FOUR-FIFTHS OF U.S. 


LOAN REPAID. 


MUCH SURPRISE AND 
GRATIFICATION. 


. eta Aten: 


HE New York Federal Reserve 
bulletin, issued yesterday, reveals 
that the Bank of England was able to 
muster sufficient resources to repay about 
four-fifths of the 125,000,000 dollars’ 
ninety-day credit obtained from the 
Federal Reserve system on August lst for 
the defence of the pound sterling. 
While the bulletin does not definitely 
state that the Bank of England antici- 
pated the maturity of the loan, it does 
state that its holdings of bills payable in 
foreign currencies have been reduced by 


over 96,000,000 dollars, 
NOT YET DUE. 


The news contained in the bulletin 
caused considerable surprise and gratifica- 
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tion in banking circles in New York (says 
an Exchange telegram) which considered 
the Federal Reserve advance, while 
nominally due next week, was actually 
frozen for some time. 

No information is available as to 
whether the Bank of England also paid 
off a portion of its advance from the Bank 
of France. 


GOLD STANDARD. 


WHY GREAT BRITAIN 
ABANDONED IT. 


-“ 


In an interesting lecture delivered last 
night before the lrish Institute of, Bankers, 
at the Engineers’ Hall, in Dawson street, 
Dublin, Professor B. F. Shields, M.A, 
described “‘ The Gold Standard in Theory 
and in Practice.” 

The immediate causes of the crisis were 
tne failure of certain important banks in 
Central Europe, such as the Credit Anstalt 
and the Darmstadter Bank, and the conse- 
quent credit difficulties caused to central 
banks and investors; the widespread publicity 
yiven to the May Report on the large antict- 
pated deficit in the British Budget and to 
‘he threatened mutiny in the British Naval 
Services as a result of reductions in their 
pay, and the immobilisation of British 
advances to Central Europe, especially Ger- 
niany, at a time when there were continuous 
withdrawals of funds from London _ by 
foreign short-term credit investors, caused 
by general distrust of the credit situation. 

These withdrawals, amounting to 
hundred million pounds since last July, were 
met by credits obtained by the British 
Treasury and Bank of England in Paris and 
New York to the extent of one hundred and 


thirty million pounds, which were practically | 


exhausted on ihe date of the suspension af 
tle gold standard, and partly by gold 
exports, which involved a considerable reduc- 
tion in the gold reserve of the Bank of 
England. 

CAUSES OF ABANDONMENT. 

The main reasons for the temporary aban- 
donment of the gold standard’ by Great 
Britain might be attmbuted to general, special 
and immediate causes. The: general causes 
resulted from economic and credit disturb- 
ances, especially payment of reparations and 
international debts since the war, the wide- 
spread lack. of confidence in long-term invest- 
ments and their substitution by short-term 
loans, which gave rise to sudden withdrawals 
when the slightest symptoms of insecurity 
hecame evident. This was accentuated by 
the effects of the American Stock Exchange 
crash in October, 1926, and the heavy fall in 
wholesale prices since that period. The 
latter, by increasing the real value of inter- 
national and internal debts, rendered the 
economic and credit position of debtor States 
still more difficult. 

The special causes arose out of the peculiar 
position of London as the most important 
international money market, and, incidentally, 
to the special difficuities of British foreign 
trade and investment within recent years, 
during which there had been a steady decline 
in the value of her exports and in her credit 
balance of payments, which had lessened the 
amount available for foreign investment.

GENEVA, Thursday. 
HERE was a rainbow of Glasa at 
Geneva to-day, when the Council put 
forward a formula which, i is hoped, will 
have the effect of dispelling the storm 
clouds in the Far East. 

The Council in its resolution calls upon 
the Japanese Government to begin imme- 
diately, and proceed progressively, ' with 
the withdrawal of its troops into the rail- 
way zone, so that the total withdrawal 
may be effected before November 16th, the 
date fixed for the next meeting of the 
Council. 

The resolution further calls upon the 
Chinese Government to assume respon- 
sibility for the safety and lives of all 
Japanese subjects resident in Manchuria, 
to make such arrangements for taking over 
the territory thus affected as will ensure 
the safety of the lives and property of 
Japanese subjects there, and requests the 
Chinese Government to associate with the 
Chinese authorities designated for the 
above purpose representatives of other 
Powers, in order that such representatives 
may follow the execution of the arrange- 
ments. 


TO BEGIN AT ONCE, 


It is also recommended that the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments should imme- 
diately appoint representatives to arrange 
the details relating to the evacuation and 
the taking over of the evacuated territory, 
so that these may proceed smoothly with- 
out delay. 

As soon as the evacuation is completed 
the Chinese and Japanese Governments 
are recommended to begin direct negotia- 
tions on questions outstanding between 
them, and in particular those arising out 
of recent incidents, as well as those relat- 
ing to existing difficulty due to the railway 
situation in Manchuria. 

For this purpose the Council suggests 
that the two parties should set up a con- 
ciliation committee, or some such _ per- 
manent machinery. 

The resolutions also authorised the 
President of the Council of the League to 
convoke a meeting earlier than November 
16 should it in his opinion be desirable. 


LESS THAN CHINA ASKED. 

M. Briand said that the proposal 
embodied in the terms of the resolution 
might be modified, but it would form a 
basis for the discussions which should 
follow.

R..«BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, in 
moving the estimate, explained that 
the sum of £5,000 had been set down 

as @ minimum, and if the amount should 
prove to be larger it would be possible to 
obtain the additional money by savings 
under other sub-heads of the Army Vote. 
The expenditure would fall under two heads, 
namely, the Military Tribunal and staff, and 
expenses in connection with places of deten- 
{ion and maintenance of prisons. _ 

Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny} 
opposed the estimate. In the first place, as 
the Minister cdmitted, the £5,000 was a 
mere bagatelle compared with what the State 
would ultimately have to bear responsibility 
for in the way of financial obligations before 
this whole business came to an end. The 
worst of these dictatorships and efforts to 
repress what might be perfectly just and 
perfectly natural motives amongst a large 
section of the community, was that they 
had ultimately to be paid for, and they were 
going to be placed in exactly the same 
position in regard to this new military 
dictatcrship and its costs as they were last 
week. They were getting no information 
whatever as to what exactly the Govern- 
ment were going to do under the Act, and 
the steps that the Tribunal and. the police 
and their’ auxiliaries throughout the country 
were going to take. ay 

Apparently considerable recruiting had 
already gene on in connection with what 
was called the Protective Force, and with 
that branch of the Garda Siochana which 
was connected with this work. The Minister 
should at least inform, the House and the 
country what exactly all this organising was 
gcing to cost, and he need not try to get 
away with the suggestion that anything lke 
£5,000 would meet the cost. Even taking the 
cost of the Guards used for the protection of 
certain members of that House—he did not 
know what from—they would find that if the 
124 persons who voted for the bill in the Dail 
and Senate last week were going to be pro 
tected for the next twelve months by either 
two, or even one person, then, instead of the 
Guards costing £5,000, they would cost some- 
thing between £30.000 and £40,000. In cddi- 
tion, they were going to have heavy expenses 
in connection with their maintenance and 
travelling expenses. Most of them stood in 
the rank of lieutenants, and would have at 
Jeast £5 per week per man, or more, in 
addition to their hotel and travelling ex- 
penses. 


THE CIVIC GUARD. 

They had also to bear the expenses of the 
Garda Siochana. Large numbers of men, he 
understood, had been newly assigned to the 
work of dealing with these organisations which 
they were told existed in the country. The 
T-ail was entitled to know before passing the 
estimate exactly how many men had been 
newly recruited to the special branch of the 
police force. 

There wus also the cost of the army patrols 
which they saw cycling round the streets, 
though nobody knew for what purpose.

The Minister could not expect 
support from the Fianna Fail Party for the 
present bill so long as over three million was 
being spent on the maintenance of an Army 
and a highly-efficieni police force.

POLITICS AND RELIGION. 

It was a thoroughly dangerous practice for 
En no matter how holy thev might 
e, or how thev might use the word of God, 
to mix up religion too much with their own 
political views. If all the organisations out- 
side the I.R.A. were counted up, their 
membership would not number more than a 
few hundred. If those organisations were 
plotting to upset the State by force of arms, 
and if the Government had any documents 
to support that statement. whv had not those 
documents been produced’? This bill wovld 
never have seen the light were it not for the 
unfortunate document found in the Kilakee 
dump. That document was not then 
published, because the Government realised 
the ground they had lost. In an effort to 
regain that lost ground they ‘‘faked’’ up a 
case and got away with it to an extent 
which amazed him, but it was wonderful 
what could be done with one of those docu- 
ments, although it was six years old when 
it. was broadcast to the public, who did not 
understand it. The document from the 
Kilakee dump was the Zinovieff letter of 
the present Free State Government. The 
Government had been asking for powers of 
life and death, but the people of the country 
should have had sufficient experience how 
they used those powers on a former occasion. 
There was a document quoted there by the 
Fresident in regard to certain activities of 
the speaker in 1922, but when ple were 
posturing in the name of religion they would 
do well to examine their own consciences 
and those of deputies hehind them. and thev 
would find plenty of demoralisation and 
rottenness there. 


THEN AND NOW. 


Cumann na nGaedheal, said Mr. Derrig, 
would do well to clean up their Augean 
stables. If the unfortunate fellows who were 
dragged before these military tribunals were 
not shot outright, they would he shot on 
the first opportunity that the Goverament 
could find.

OBJECT OF THE VISITS. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.) said that 
no attempt had been made to justify the 
action of the Executive Council to the Dail 
in issuing the proclamation which banned 
certain organisations. Ministers had asserted 
that there was a widespread wage in the 
country to overthrow the State and bring 
about social revolution. They found, however, 
that, although they had stretched the few 
threads of evidence aimest ogg oy | point, 
they did not prove their case. The Dail de- 
manded proof, but it had not been submitted. 
The Ministers asserted - that there was a 
strious prospect of social revolution by the 
distribution of Communist propaganda, and 
that an organisation existed- which sought to 
overthrow the State by force of arms. 

In support of that they relied on a certain 
document which originated in 1925, and in 
which his name was mentioned; on a visit to 
Russia in 1929 of a party of students orga- 
nised by Peadar O’Donnell, the purpose being 
that they should study revolutionary tactics, 
and also on the constitution of Saor 
Eire. As regards the 1925 document, in 
which his name was mentioned, he said de- 
finitely that, in making the decision to send 
a delegation to Itussia in 1925, the fact that 
a Communist form of Government existed 
there did not enter into the deliberations. 
but the decision was précisely of the same 
kind as that which induced the Standing 
Committee of Sinn Fein in 1919, when Pre- 
sident Cosgrave was a member of it, to send 
a delegation to Russia, and which induced 
the Provisional Government, presided over 
by Mr. Arthur Griffith in 1922, to send also 
a delegation to Russia. The idea was to 
secure sympathetic assistance in the national 
struggle of a Government, whose aims for 
the time being might coincide with theirs. 
But, as Mr. Boland had said, the attempt 
was a failure. 


NO RUSSIAN MONEY. 

Economic theories or Communist propa- 
ganda was not discussed. by any member of 
the delegation.. It did. not-ask, nor did it 
receive, any money from the Russian Go- 
vernment, and any attempt to-establish any 
connection between that delegation and the 
case which the Government ‘sought to make 
was utterly dishonest to the knowledge of 
the men who made it. Peadar O'Donnell 
had since declared that he was never in 


Russia, and knew nothing about the part 
of students who were sent to Russia in 1929.” 


A member of the Executive of Saor Eire 
had also stated that. there was no intention 
to bring about the establishment of a Com- 
munist State here. 

As to the interview which was given in 
au English paper, Mr. Frank Ryan had 
stated in a subsequent issue of the paper, 
of which he is editor, that the interview 
was inaccurate and misleading. 

As to crimes and acts of violence which 
had been committed, he referred to a state- 
ment published by the leader of the L.R.A. 
organisation, which very definitely implied 
that some of these acts, at any rate, were 
committed by members of that organisation, 
who acted without authority, and apparently 
were outside control of these leaders. Now 
that the Executive Council had got their 
drastic and despotic powets again, they asked 
them to hold their hands. He suggested that 
they should try the othér method which 
Fianna Fail proposed, and that was to re- 
move the Oath of Allegiance. Was there 
any deputy on the opposite benches who 
would sacrifice the chance of peace for re- 
taining an oath with which they were per- 
fectly entitled to dispense ?

LABOUR DEPUTY’S FEAR. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) said that 
thers was a growing menace in the country, 
and the Government should endeavour to 
remove it. That was the menace of 78,000 
unemployed, 80,000 houseless people, and the 
remnant of the Gaelic population who were 
leading a miserable existence on the West 
coast. Now they were asked to vote £5,000 


for the extra employment of five men. To 


his knowledge, he added, some of the acts 


committed in the country were not due to 


political or social motivés, but to personal 
motives. 

He wondered if the Executive Council 
really believed that all the recent happenings 
in the county of which they spoke had a 
political motive. As far as Clare was con- 
cerned, and he knew the county extensively, 
the incidents there had neither a political “nor 
a social motive. If there was a motive at 
all, it was a personal one. ‘The real danger 
of the new tribunal was that possibly the 
court would be composed of men who were 
activists in the recent troubles in this 
country, and there might be imported into 
it an atmophere not of impartiality and fair 
play, but possibly one of civil war, with all 
the bitterness and all the hatred it engendered. 
He hoped that that would not happen. After 
all, it should be remembered that the ideals 
that certain people were now seeking were 
at one time the ideals of the great majority 
of the country people, and - circumstances 
might change, but ideals never changed. 

ne of the meanest and pettiest aspects of 
last week's debate was tha manner in which 
Deputy de Valera had been treated by 
members of the Government. He had gone 
as far as anybody could go to produce an 
atmosphere of peace, to try to get all the 
country, through their representatives, into 
a conference to seek a remedy for the dangers 
which the Government said threatened the 
country. His main argument was not met, 
but the Minister for Agriculture picked out 
little bits here and there from his speech 
and tore them to pieces. 

He had not intended to speak on the bill 
or on the motion, but he was driven to do so 
hy the misleading statements about his own 
constituency. othing had happened in 
Clare to warrant the setting up of a dictator- 
ship unequalled in the history of any countny.

Meath), said 
that the passage of the Constitution Amend- 
ment Act wo be taken, in effect, by the 
people of the country as an indication that 
all money that had been voted for the pre- 
servation ‘of law and order was wasted ; that 
the judges who had heen put into positions 
were incapable of administering the law, 
that the jury system had become out of date, 
that the Army was incompetent, and. above 
all, that the Civic Guard had failed in their 
duty. | : 
Ts Bedtish Government in its worst. days 
was never able to invest an instrument of this 
description with such terrifying investment. 
One result of the Act was that in the last 
three or four days there had grown up again 
the terrible feeling of suspicion amongst the 
people. Any measure of this kind that did 
away with free, honest trial, and efficient and 
sufficient punishment, where punishment was 
necessary, was bound to lead to the creation 
of suspicion, If they persisted in their policy 
they would force the people into what would 
be a serious and dangerous state of mind. 
The Government did not appear to realise 
the appalling economic condition of the coun- 
try, and the tragedy of the markets, with 
falling prices for every commodity, otherwise 
they would not embark on an Act of the kind. 
The impediment which prevented certain 
people from entering the Oireachtas should be 
removed, and let them come in and express 
their views. if afterwards these disturbances 
continued they would be entitled to take the 
strong méasures that they were not entitled 
now to take. 


THE GULLIBLE CLERGY. 

‘Mr. M. J. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford- 
Westmeath), said the people clearly saw be- 
hind the Government’s bluff in introducing 
the war measure. The only people gullible 
enough to swallow the stories circulated 
around the country before the introduction 
of the bill were the cle The Govern- 
ment’s agents made it their business to go 
around with the memorandum to these gullible 
gentlemen, and tell them the most fantastic 
stories of drums and guns, drilling and 
parades, Russian agents, Russian spies, and 
anti-God propaganda. 

The Minister for Defence had called them 
blackguards, for going around the countrv 
calling on the people not to pay their land 
annuities. He had told the people that where 
the paying of the annuities meant the taking 
of food from the farmer or his children, then 
they should let the annuities go to hell. He 
believed that one of the Executive Council’s 
agents wént to Cardinal MacRory and told 
him that there were seven hundred Russian 
agents in the country, but it must have been 
an extraordinary sight to see them all clear- 
ing out from Dun Laoghaire when the bill had 
been passed. 

He contended that there was no necessity 
for the. panic legislation, and asked why the 
conference suggested the bishops and 
} ublic bodies had not been called. ' 

Mr. M. CLEARY (F.F.. Mayo) said that 
the ‘Government had put bodyguards on 
deputies who did not want any protection, 
simply to carry the scare that they were 
organising to justify the bill to the country. 
Saor .Eire’ was hardly mentioned in County 
Mayo until the Minister for Justice went down 
and began prating about’ it outside the chapel 
gates.. When the people heard the Minister 
talking about. this awful organisation they 
believed that there must be something good 
in it. Laughter.) There was no danger 
from the Saor Eire or the I.R.A. He held 
that the present crisis was deliberately created 
hy the Government, whose policy had failed 
in three counties, and there was no future 
ahead for them. 


MR. O’KELLY AND SCARE- 
MONGERING. 


Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
he believed the statement made by President 
Cosgraye iast week would have to be with- 
drawn.

MINISTER’S QUESTIONS. 


Mr. FITZGERALD, Minister for Defence, 
said that the sum asked for (£5,000) would 
actually cover the expenses between now and 
the end of the financial year. It had been

Mr. Fitzgerald contended that the 
Government’ was more just than the people 
who went aréund the country talking abaoat 
noble motives and splendid heroism, and 
whispering at the same time that the present 
Government was a usurping Government, 
created by a coup d’état in 1 

The Minister denied that they had over- 
stated the condition of affairs in the country 
which brought about the amencment .of the 
Constitution. The deputies who came up 
from the country last week were fully alive 
to the realitv. of the situation.
